When riding through t In- foot-hills 

which bonier the Santa Clara Valley. 
I fell in with an elderly horseman 
whose weather-beaten saddle and ser-

In the early 
days I rode wilht one such, and he 
made me a lot of trouble. 

"liven before he could ride a gentle 
horse he was much more of a cowboy 
than we who were raised in the saddle, 
lie wore a fringed buckskin suit and 
tucked his trousers into his boots like 
the COWbOyS in pictures. 

About the time he got so that he 
could ride an animal that bucked a 
little, and could make an occasional 
Catch with a lasso, he was turned over 
to me for a side partner. The boss 
apologized lor it a tew days later; said 
the lad was nephew of the owner, ask- 
ed me to keep him from killing him- 
self and his mounts if I could. 

"I soon found that Hill, as he insist- 
ed on being called, was all right, ex- 
cept that he was young for his twenty- 
one years and wanted excitement.
